unwise or even heediess. In spite of all 
that is said to the contrary, it 1s a significant 
tact that the intelligence otf a political 
organization rules it. .The convention 
will adopt either the Congressional ad- 
dress, or something like it, as the basis of 
its action. It will perpetrate no obsolete 
follies nor indulge m any cheap explosive 
bombast. Busimess is busitress, and the 
work which lies before us calls for the 
method of prudence as well as the insptra- 
tion of faith. 

Hitherto we have not thought that har 
mony has been most needed here in Ken- 
tucky. Too often is it that harmony 
means stagnation, and stagnation generally 
implies the slow and unseen but sure pro. 
cess of costuption going on somewhere. 
We have had two or three questions that 
demanded agitation. That agitation risked 
nothing with a majority of fifty or sixty 
thousand on our side and was better done 
at hcme where we were untangled by any 
outside interests than deferred to a period 
when it might compromise others anl 
cause either a break or an awkward job ot 
patch-work done hastily in presence of the 
enemy. The local discussions of the last 
two years havedone us good, not harm. 
They have educated publhc opinion to a 


point of national fellowship which it 
‘jacked two years ago. They have shown 


us where we stand. They have made us 


, acquainted with ourselves and with each 


other. They have disposed of some ques- 
tions and composed some differences. We 
find ourselves to-day, by a process of rug- 
ged but reciprocal instruction, in accord 
withthe Democratic press of the whole 
State on all of the great 
issues of the day. We are genuinely re- 
joiced at this. It grves us undisguised 
pleasure, for no ope has regretted the 
asperities of the controversies we have 
had mofe than ourselves; and, as blows 
have been given as well as received, and 
as we have at no time furnished the public 
reason to believe that we would shirk a 
contest where a contest seemed to us 


| essential to the ends of justice and truth, 


we shall not be misunderstood, we teel 
assured, when we say that we are at this 
moment animated by nothing but senti- 
ments of kindness and respect tor all our 
Kentucky colleagues,and when we entreat 
them to jom with us heartily in the prep- 
arations which are going forward for the 
great national struggie of the coming 
year. 

Our hope is, as our hope has been, that 
Kentucky will play something more than 
the part of a magezine of election- 
eering capital for the Radicals. 
No constant reader of ours can doubt 
that, whatever of error has entered inio 
our counsel, that counsel has been guided 
irom the first by this primal consideration. 
We leave the same candid and informed 
observance to decide whether we have 
been wise or otherwise in our view ot the 
course and tendency of current events. On 
‘that point we are not at all sensitive, for 
we have had no pride of opinion to gratify 
and no special scheme to work out. What 
we have sought bas been the nationality 
of Kentucky. What we desire is to see 
the State take her stand in the national 
Democratic convention as a tore-figure, 
not a dead weight to be carried with ex 
We want to have Kentucky at the 
entrance of the grand pavilion, not 
off to itself, a little sideshow with a 
dgik lantern, having a , hand-organ 
out of accord with the music of the 
orchestra. In a word, we do not wish to 
behold in Kentucky a sort of modern edi- 
tion, in the Union of to day, of what South 
Carolina was to the old Union, isolated and 
full of cranks and isms, always at war 
with the Democratic party and a constant 
load in our national campaigns. 

The Democracy of Kentucky can afford 
to be wise and liberal, because they are 
strong. If we are wise and liberal our 
position and strength will give us immense 
prestige before the country. That all of 
us should strive for. We must bring out 
our most representative men. We must 
curb the restless, the indiscreet and the 
demagogic. We can't afford any foolish- 
Less now. What we have done these 


Jast two years has been our own affair, a 


household matter with which no one has 
had anything to do but ourselves. 
What we do bhenceforward will in- 
volve our friends all over the country. 
So we must keep wide awake and 
duly soher.

English Opera. 


** Me-sieurs, the music’s gone.”” 
- {| Moliere. 


There is no denying that English opera 
is a comical medley of inconsistencies and 
absurdities, very odd, grotesque and at- 
tractive. One can hardly. say of it, as 
Roscommon, paraphrasing the line of 
Horace, quodeunque ostendie mihi sic 
tneredulue odi, said of its progenitor, Ital- 
ian opera— 


————“* « hatever con'radicts my ren«e 
] hate to see and never can believe,”’— 


because most of us like to see English 
opera and believe in it, if we may judge 
by the crowded audiences that assembled 
at Weisiger Hall the last tew evenings. 
They had their money’s worth, certainly; 
and we dare say they are even now saying 
many pleasant things of Mrs. BERNARD 
and Mrs. Seeurn and Miss Rosk Hersee 
and Miss Bowier and Mr. CasTiz and 
Mr. Dearton and Mr. CampsBE.Lt, which 
those delightful persons would teel very 
much complimented to hear. 

The little mterstice of a eeason turned 
out a real success. There was a deal 
of enthusieem ovr the grand things 
that were given us out of Mry- 
ERBEER and Mozart and the 
dear, tamiliar things out of Verpr. The 
week should have lasted a fortnight, and 
we might have hada bit of retreshment 
irom BeLurst and Donrzertt. Lucia 
and Sonnambula are so old tbat they have 
grown young again. We are somewhat 
surteited with WAGNER, GouNoD and 
Am®BrRosE T HomAS, not to mention OrFrEN- 
BACH. In music, as in Piet, we crave and 
need a change, and, as there is nothing 
new under the sun, we shall hardly get 
anything better than the operas over 
which we used to go wild when Sontae 
and CoLson, and many other names un— 
known to the beaux and belles of the 
present time, made a sort of mince-meat 
of the fancy and divided it out with the 


eyes. ‘There are bucks in pepper-and-salt 
now about the venerable club on Jefferson 
street who recall those days oaly with 
untaxed whisky and _ halti-forgotten 
sweethearts; whereof the largesi repre- 
sentation was breught out by Trovatore, 
which reminded them—— Aye, - aye! 
So it is. The world wags, on apace, be- 
ing more or less but a fleeting show in- 
deed, and there are many of us that are 
beginning to be disposed to sing with OLD 
SoLITAIRE— 
“I would not live alway.” 

But what has this todo with English 
Opera? Why, not much, thats true. It 
doesn’t need many of GzorcE Brown's 
compilations of cheese and crackers, how 
ever, to eet one’s pen going on “in a way 
[ despise.” Howbeit, the boys were 
mightily pleased—the old boys we mean 
—with the English combination, and to »k 
front seats Saturday night. To do them 
no wore than justice, they laughed a little 
atthe play. It was observed thdt the 
hero grew too much excited and that the 
heroine might have been a trifle younger. 
But the clink of the anvil chorus stirred 
up ancient memories and the tones ot the 
miserere produced a deep and luxurious 
melancholy, which is about the sole sen- 
sation that is left to the bachelor of five 
and torty. 

Ii. can bardly be supposed that a season 
ot opera, however brief, should be pro- 
duced without raising up ‘some critics. 
More than once we have heard murmurs 
of regret that the pieces given were not 
rendered in their original Italian purity, 
coupled with the observation that English 
opera isstale and insipid. It is tashion- 
able to say this,and,in sober truth, there 
are times when a bit of meaningless gib- 
berish would go down better than the silly 
gabble of the Anglo-Saxonized libretto. 
But, all in all, the music was capital, a tair 
chorus and an average orchestra. Mr. 
CasTLe is perhaps as satisfying a tenor as 
we have, an easy actor and singer, who 
wears well. Mrs. BERNARD, though con- 
siderably broken, is stili pleasing, and 
now and then really powerful. Mr. Camr- 
BELL and Mr. DrayTon are both up to the 
average; and if Miss Rosz HERsEE has not 
improved so much es we expected, she is 
yet a most attractive little sky-lark with a 
pretty upper note that breaks into melody 
and sparkles like a rocket. They did the 
Huguenots well,—which is saymg much 
tor them,—and the Marriage of Figaro 
somewhat better. As for Trovatore, that 
was a mere every-day affair, and might 
have pleased us if it had been done much 
worse, it being done—well—brown ! 

This, we suppose, puts a seal upon the 
amusement season. Lent is over. Sois 
our winter gayety. We now fall back on 
the local societies, which are tuning their 
fiddles and their voices, like robins— 

“Tuneful in the spring."’ 

In the distance we see Niusson. THKo-

mint julep may hurry up the vision of the 
future, or quicken the memory of the 
past; but, as a matter of fact, we are en- 
tering the period of drouth in music.

There is no 
one of them but would make Democratic 
voters in New England. Shut out from 
the North, however, they are likely to be 
not only misreported and misunderstood 
when speaking in the South, but to be 
affected by the depressing and morbid in- 
fluences which belong to a state of 
abridged persona! freedom. 

But meanwhile we must get them in 
motion. At this moment they aye like 
three bumps on a log, very conspic- 
uous, but of no use to any 
body but themselves and their immediate 
surroundings. It they won’t come out 
they ought to be pnzed out with the en- 
tering wedge of public opinion, and be 
hind them area number of equally good 
though less conspicuous illustrations of 
the unwisdom of the Fourteenth amend 
ment, such men as DUKE and GriesBy 
and Macagn and Korrer and CHEeno~ 
WETH and the younger BRECKINRIDGES 
and a dozen more, ali of whom are nota- 
ble for their liberality, and each of whom 
would make capital for us if turned loose 
in a canvass to go at will from place to 
place. 

It is for free government, whose desecra- 
tion is done in the persons of these men, 
that the fight is to be made. Theretore 
we must have them on the stump to be 
seen and heard, not as noisy ranters who 
are merely making a pretense, but as 
earnest pleaders, who feel what they say 
because they are the actual victims of op- 
pression, who alone represent the true po- 
sition of the Southern people. 

A Good Thing tor Germany. 

However much Germany may have 
suffered under the late war with France, 
which necessarily must have been terrible 
both to victor and vanquished, its gov- 
erpments fared exceedingly well in the 
struggle in a monetary point of view; and 
the efticial organ of the Prussian govern- 
ment, the Staats Anzeiger, sums up the 
“profits” of the bloody war with a dismal 
glee and speculates in what way they 
could be disposed of. The Prussian debt, 
according to that well-informed journal, 
is about one and a hal/ milliards of trancs, 
or in our money three hundred millions of 
dollars; so that it is covered more than 
thrice by the war indemnity of five mill- 
iards of francs. The Prussian budget of 
expenses for the current year is estimated 
at six hundred and forty-fivg millions ot 
francs, and, as the annual interest on the 
war indt mnity foots up to two hnndred and 
fitty millions of francs, about two-fifths of 
the sum are covered by the same, and all 
direct taxes in Prussia might be abol- 
ished. If the whole indemnity were paid 
at once, and should be divided among the 
different States of Germany according to 
the usages which are generally observed 
in the division of booty aud captured war 
material among allied States, the amount 
would be divided in about the fol- 
lowing ratio among the different German 
governments that took part in the war 
against France: Those States that com- 
posed the North German Confederation 
previous to the formation of the German 
empire, Hesse not included, would receive 
in an equitable division of the five mill- 
tarde three thousand eight hundred and 
Bavaria six 
bundred and fifty millions and interest, 
Wurtemburg two hundred and forty 
millions and interest, Baden two hundred 
millions and interest, and Hesse one 
bundred and five millions and interest. 
With this total amount of five milliards 
of francs, all the German States might at 
a single stroke wipe out their whole debt, 
including the railroad debt, which is com- 
paratively great,as the goverament owns 
most of the roads and mines in the coun- 
try. This debt is estimated by the Prussian 
Staats Anzeiger at eleven hundred mill- 
ions of thalers (a thaler is worth about 
seventy cents), so that after its payment 
there would still remain about three hun- 
dred and fifty millions of thalers to 
the German Governments as a surplus.: If 
the division was made as we have calcu- 
lated it above, the position of the Northern 
States of Germany would, however, be 
much more favorable than that of the 
South German States, a8 the bonded and 
railroad debt of the lat-er is proportionally 
much greater. Nevertheless the benefits 
that they reap from it are still very great. 
The amount of their debt is estimated at 
seven hundred and forty millions of florins 
{a florin is about forty cents), and the war 
indemnity which they would receive would 
cover this by about three-fourths. In short, 
the amount thatis to be paid by the French 
would not only pay all the debts of the 
German States, but also furnish besides 
‘sufficient funds to create an immense navy, 
while the captured war material would 
supply the means to re-equip every soldier 
in Germany. If the war indemnity were 
tobe divided among the German people, 
and we estimate the population ot all 
Germany at filty-eight millions and a half, 
eyery soul would get about thirty-five 
thalers, and every family about one hundred 
and seventy-five thalers. As a business 
speculation for Prussia, the war of 1871 
knocks that of 1866 quite into nothing, 
and we can but admire the business qual- 
ifications of the Prussian statesmen who 
have made that a source of profit which 
among other nations generally is produc- 
tive of poverty.

Asa general thing the 
Keutocky distillers turned their attention to 
the wanufactare of Bourbon whisky, and 
not to Lighwines. Ge hoped the 
members would take that interest into con- 
ticeration as well, and that the convention 
would endeavor to restrain the excessive pro- 
duction of copper whiskey, a3 well as of bigh- 
wines, He thought some steps should be 
taken to fixa reasonable price which this or- 
gan'Zation should receive that whiskey for.

ed that five-eixths of all the Keutucky Bour- 
| bon mapufactured was put upon the market 
| when it was less than six months old, al-

To mest who delight in conkmplation of the 
grand and useful in science and art, the water- 
works present greater attractions than any otb- 
er establishment in or around the city; aad yet 
there are thousands who every hour enjoy the 
blessings of this instiiurion, and yet who have 
not made their fiiat visit. The center of the city 
lies four miles above the city—tbere its the 
spring. the source of innumerable comforts, fa- 
‘otlities and convebiences. Thence upwards of 
Oity large maenafacturing saad pubdite institu- 
tiens draw ¢very gailon of Watcr they consume. 
But the blessings of light, air, and waiter, 
are Frelcom appreciated—they are 80 
cheap, 0 COMMOD, 20 eVer-pre-ent that the fa- 
miliaritg of the contact breeds disregard, if no. 
coute mpt, of their virtues. 

A four-miles drive over a road that Ougbt to ba 
kept im better repair, bring: one face to face 
with the great stand-pipe and tower immediate - 
ty im froat of the engine bouse. The eatire 
hieht of the tower—reared likea huge gtent 
egainst the sky, coming into view a3 ¢00n as one 
emeicges trom the upper end of Main street, ana 
vesriy three miles distant—is 197 feet from 
the surface of the ground tothe gilded bali on 
the dome. Its fistobjec: is tO give lateral sta- 
bility to the stand-pipe iocilosed by it, aad to 
pro’ect it from fio-t. rbrough tbe loam deposit, 
{oTmipg tbe river bank ac ibis point, an octagon- 
al pit or sbaft, :6 feet in diameter, with vertical 
sides supported by timber cui Ving, was «xcava- 
ted 28 fee: deep to the gravel :tratum unde: lying 
this Ceposit; this pit Was re-fllivd with coarse 
arevel and sand, om which the masonry, octa- 
zonal in plan and 24 feet inside dlameter, was 
comme peed and carried up solid four feet bigb, 
reducisg itio 21 feet 4 inches diameter, thus 
formicg the base for both stand-pipe and tower. 
After a 30-feet elevaiion the piers terminate io 
cornices, where the base becomes circular, ts 
carried up avout 18 feet bigber, and is capped by 
tbe ca+t-iron base-moul)tag of the main sbaf’. 

The base ts surrounded*by a circu'ar portico 
883g feet in diameter, consisting of 1en Corin- 
thien columns 2246 feet high, supporting an 
eviabjaiure 6 feet InShight, which is :u reund- 
ed-by a balustrade, with pedesials over eacb 
colump, b:aring statues representing Ceres, 
Fiora, Diana, and the Hora Io part. 

The piers are relieved by a door entrance to 
the inside of the tower, and opp site this door, 
facipg the approach by the drive, is a niche 
containing a fine marole slab, with the follow- 
lug In: cription in large, handsome let ers: 

“Louisville Water Works. Corner-stone of 
Ecgine-bouse laid Sepiember 6, 1858. Water 
supplied to the city October 6, 1860. A. Harris, 
President; D. 8. Benedict, J. 8. Lithgow, A. L. 
Shotwell, B. J. Adams, William [: map, Directors; 
T..R. Scowden, Cbtef Engineer; Charles H-erminy, 
R. T. Scowdan, Assistant Engineers; Contractor 
‘toue-Work and re-ervoir, W. P. Hahn; Brick- 
— E. Crutchfield; Carpenters’ work, White & 

co @: Egpcy iton-work, George Meade; Engineers. 
Bored and Long; ‘rerra Cotta’ work, P. Baa- 
ton,” 

On the 6tb of March, 1834, the Lexisacure 
granted a charter making Thumas E. Wiison, 
Blend Ballard, John R. Hamilton, Charlies J, 
Clarke, Andrew Graham and Curran Pope, their 
associates and successors, a corporation by the 
name of the Louisville Water-works Company, 
with power to copairuct and establish within the 
city of Louisviile or elsewhere works for supply- 
ing water. Thecompany were autnaorized to is- 
sue bonds, in such amounts as they deemed 
necessary, payable in not over thirty years from 
their istue; (0 sell these at any discount they 
might see proper, and to secure the same by a 
morigage olf the lands and water rents. The af- 
fairs of the company were to be mapaged by a 
president and elx directors, who were all to be 
stockholders, and a m-jority citizens of Ken- 
tucky, though two years later the charter was 
ametded se as to require that all the dtrectors 
sbould be citizens. 

They were vested wiih authority to pu:chase 
the Becessary land, and tbe right to lay their 
pipes and aguedacisa through the intervening 
lat ds for an agreed comprasation to the owners, 
if agreement could be bad; if mot, by a writ of 
ad quod damnum they ecculd acquire right of 
way like turppike-rcad companies. 

This gave ibe company the exclusive riubt to 
furnish the citizeas of Louisville with water,ono 
stipuiated terms witb the cil¥ authorities, pro- 
vided tbe company furnish an abDundaat supply 
for (he «xumguisgmeant of fires and cleaning ihe 
rtreets. 

Io illustration of bow imperfect an idea the 
Legislature enterialmed of the magoitude of the 
uodertaking, the compaDy were limitedio a 
period of three years from the date of the char- 
ter for the completion of the work—a longer de- 
jay workivog a forfeiture of the franchises 
grapied. By further legislation, however, on 
the 3d of March, 1856, the time was extended to 
the lst of January. 1859; and even tha: exten- 
sion being found inadequate, the company were 
allowed -uch other and further time as might be 
Lecessary, without restriction From the date 
of the original charter tothe turning on of the 
water, Ociober 6, 1860, was six years and :even 
mon: hs. 

THE PENALTY 
for deflling the Water is, as it should be, very 
severe. Seciion 5 of an. amendment provides 
that “ifany person shall wilfullyand malicious 
Is Cefile, c rrapt, or make impure any water 
used by sald corporation,or destroy, or infuse 
aby pipe, aqueduct, reservoir, fountaio, dualld- 
tog, or machinery belonging to said company. 
such person skail be hable tu civil action to said 
company for treble the amount of damages 
caused thereby, to be recovered before any 
court having jurisdictior of the amount claimed ; 
and the party so offending shall also be llabie to 
acriminal proceeding by way of indie:ment in 
the Jefferson Circuit Court, and subjected t» a 
fine of not exceeding $1,000, or to imprizooment 
iu the workhouse of the city of Loulsville for 
not excecealng one year.” 

WATER RENTS. 

Bs #evother provision the price of (he water to 
inbabitants was pot to «exceed the average price 
ebargeo in the cities of Pittsburg, Cincinnati 
and St. Louls. 

Section eight of the original cbirter provides 
tbat the City of Louisville mcr, at avy time, pur- 
cba:e tbe satd corporation, its franchises, its rea; 
and per:opal property, by paying therefor such 
sum as, together with Its receipts, will reimburse 
the whole amount expended, with an aunual in- 
ter.st of ten per cent.; and from and after the 
execution of the conveyance, the said city of 
Loufsvilie shal! have all ibe rigbts, and be subject 
to ell the duties in the act expressed, as te said 
cor poration. 

The city of Louisville has gradually absorbed 
the steck until it is mow the almost entire holder 
several individuals holding shares in a small 
amount. One of the Mnaencial features of our 
city authorities has been to secure the entire 
works as city property. The cash cost of the 
water-works2to January 1, 1870, was as follows:

The report of A. Harris, Presicent, dated Jan - 
wary 1, 1862,shows that the city had iseued 
bonds 10 the amount of $966,000. The revenue 
dentved from the water-rents f not such as to 
make the stock very desirable. He suggested 
that if the water was generally taken the rents 
would pay the interest on the bonds, and urged 
tbat the pipes should be so extended as to place 
the water within seach of every property-holder, 
and leave it optional with him to receive water 
for the taxes be pays or contigue to pay bis taxes 
and do without water as he may elect.

THE SHORT SUPPLY
